WRONG ON CHEESE. 

It seems to me that the Republi¬ 
can research boys could not have 
picked out a more conspicuous topic 
on which to go 100 per cent wrong 
than American cheese. If there’s 
anything more fully reported on 
than cheese, it has escaped my at¬ 
tention. Hence it seems too bad for 
Landon’s personal reputation that 
he crusaded against the reciprocal 
trade relation treaties with a piece 
of cheese as a weapon. 

The old Republican argument is 
that high tariffs on American prod¬ 
ucts are the only thing which will 
save the country.

don said when he telegraphed the 
Republican national convention re¬ 
pudiating their New Dealish cur¬ 
rency platform. But the matter is 
something like this: We drove a 
strong gold peg into the ground and 
fastened our cow named currency 
by a gold chain to that stake. Well, 
it was all right while currency could 
graze within the limits of that chain, 
but after a while the grass gave out 
and the poor old cow couldn’t get 
any further on account of the gold 
chain. So, sensible people that u r e 
are, we still kept the gold peg in 
the ground as a center, but we put | 
a bit of elasticity into that chain so 
currency could stretch out a bit, 
have more circulation and get more 
grass. That’s about what we did. We 
loosened up the strict gold limits 
on our currency and in that way we 
handed more grazing around—more 
money. 

Wall street conservatives like a 
strict gold standard because they 
are well fixed. Dire need on the part 
of others would bring thousands run¬ 
ning to Wall street for loans as in 
the old feudal J. P. Morgan days. 
Now, instead of Wall street con¬ 
trolling money, the government 
representing the people controls the 
people’s money. Landon, knowing 
little about money, took the word 
of the most conservative Wall street 
bankers—and yelled for 100 per 
cent gold. Now he is left high and 
dry. 


Bodily Requirements 

Our bodily requirements call for 
very much larger quantities of air 
than of food or water. The uverage 
food consumption is three pounds 
of food per person and water con¬ 
sumption four pounds, while the air 
we breathe in the course of a day 
weighs thirty-four pounds. This vast 
amount of air we breathe contains 
much more than the principal con¬ 
stituent gases, oxygen and nitrogen. 
It carries germs, mineral dust, 
•moke, pollen, organic particles. 


Fort Knox, Maine 
Fort Knox is in the town of Pros¬ 
pect, Me., across the river from 
Bucksport.

Dur¬ 
ing the Spanish-American war the 
fort was used as a training camp 
for soldiers. It is the property of 
the state of Maine, by a gift deed 
from the government. 


LANDON FARM PROGRAM. 

As Henry Wallace, Secretary of 
Agriculture, puts it, the farm pro¬ 
gram laid down by Governor Lan¬ 
don is good only for “one-year think¬ 
ers.” Landon would do away with 
the soil conservation act and em¬ 
bark on a plan to pay cash bonuses 
to farmers without regard to cur¬ 
tailment. To attract attention, he 
seems to me to promise all the cash 
bonus necessary on all the wheat, 
com, etc., the country can raise, 
without regard to the inevitable 
crash. For instance, if we had good 
weather for a couple of years and 
we raised a normal good-weather 
wheat crop we would have about 
960,000,000 bushels; we could use 
630,000,000 bushels and have 330,- 
000,000 for those foreign markets 
which are gone, and even Governor 
Landon admits it. Just what we’d 
do with that surplus beside sink it in 
the sea, is a question. Anyhow, Gov¬ 
ernor Landon would give in cash 
to each wheat farmer what he calls 
a “tariff equivalent” on two-thirds 
of that farmer’s wheat crop. Secre¬ 
tary Wallace works it out to 42 cents 
a bushel in U. S. money to wheat 
farmers—a treasury obligation of 
$265,000,000 on wheat alone. 

Now remember there is no Landon 
crop curtailment. Every farmer is | 
going to be a Landon lord on his 
own farm; and in addition to that 
he is going to be a glutton for that 
treasury cash. So no one stops him; 
and he raises all the wheat and all 
the other crops the whole surface of 
the earth will hold; there will be so 
much of a surplus that it will cloud 
the horizon; and right there the 
crash will come. There isn’t enough 
cash in the country to take care of 
the surpluses which America will 
and would raise if we ran riot as 
Landon prescribes 

The whole thing would smash to 
bits; worse than the original farm 
board policy. There would be tre¬ 
mendous crops carried over, and 
nothing to do with them. And I 
believe Wallace is right when he 
says that after that debacle no polit¬ 
ical party would dare go to the 


price of cheese which he said was 
4 and one-half cents a pound. 

Now 4,000,000 pounds of cheese 
coming in from Canada may be an 
increase over the half million 
pounds of last year, but the fact of 
the matter is that under the New 
Deal the American cheese industry 
has expanded and increased so 
much that 4,000,000 pounds of cheese 
is nothing at all. Actually, the 
American cheese makers did not 
notice it and the cheese sent here 
by Canada made a nice little piece 
of change for the Canadians which 
they immediately used in buying 
American products. The old story 
of “you buy from me and I’ll buy 
from you.” 

Now, instead of this 4,000,000 
pounds of Canadian business sink¬ 
ing the American dairy farmer and 
depriving his wife and children of 
the necessaries of life it is merely a 
minor part of a tremendously in¬ 
creased cheese business. In the 
Hoover days we made and used 
about 600,000,000 pounds of cheese. 
Today we are making nearly 735,- 
000,000 pounds—and as for that four 
and one-half cents a pound reduc¬ 
tion in price—it is to laugh. 

Someone should draw a kindly 
veil oyer this whole cheese episode, 
for Governor Landon’s sake. The 
cheese which he believes is a monu¬ 
ment to a ruined American dairy 
farm business is now bringing the 
farmer 18 cents a pound.

DEFEAT OF COUZENS 

Not enough attention has been 
paid by American editors to the 
defeat of Senator James Couzens, 
Michigan’s greatest gift to liberal 
government. Couzens, richest man 
in the senate, reputedly worth $30,- 
000,000 which he made with Henry 
Ford, has been labeled a Republican 
—but in his last political breath he 
came out for Roosevelt and so lost 
the Republican nomination in Mich¬ 
igan by 80,000 votes—a smashing 
defeat. His successful opponent is 
former Governor William Brucker. 

Couzens has been a beacon light 
in Republican politics. A party 
which has always been partial to 
rich men, it has never relished the 
way Couzens has been fighting con¬ 
sistently for the rights of the aver¬ 
age man against the constantly in¬ 
creasing pressure from the ever¬ 
growing combinations of corporate 
wealth. Actually, Couzens is a 
wealthy crusader, and he has been 
of tremendous aid to Roosevelt in 
the New Deal. He never let the 
smoke of his money get into his 
eyes and obscure his vision. 

Republicans in Michigan—many 
of them—would have willingly cut 
Couzens loose; but the party spirit 
is strong within them. He was 
scheduled to be voted for in the 
Michigan primary — but when he 
made a declaration for Roosevelt 
a few days before that primary, 
the old guard fell upon him and 
buried him ’neath that avalanche 
of votes. The reason for all this 
hatred of one of the finest statesmen 
the midwest has produced goes back 
to the terror of the Michigan bank 
holiday. 

Couzens, it is reported here, told 
the government at Washington that 
he would blow the lid off a bank 
scandal in Detroit if the government 
attempted to smother the situation 
with tons of money. The government 
listened to Couzens. Instead of try¬ 
ing to sugar coat a bad banking 
situation, the events just naturally 
led up to the bank holiday and the 
eventual disclosure of the unspeak¬ 
able practices of our best financiers.

MOTHS COOK BOOK 


HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIFE 

\W hen buying meat see that it 

* * it is of good color and well 
mottled with fat. 

A fresh fish will be bright of eye 
and firm of flesh with the odor 
sweet. 

Use nuts in a loaf to take the 
piace of meat. They are highly 
nourishing and are une for all sorts 
of dishes. 

If you have a neighbor who is us¬ 
ing cake at about the same rate that 
vour family does, why not exchange 
halves of cakes as two neighborly 
women do. Thus having a fresh half 
of cake with no work and no left¬ 
over to disturb the conscience. 

When making mush for supper, 
prepare enough for frying for break¬ 
fast; everybody likes fried mush 
with sirup. Pour the hot mush into 
greased baking powder cans, kept 
for the purpose. When cold it slices 
without waste or crumbling 

When food scorches while cook¬ 
ing, set the dish in another of cold 
water—the steam rising from the 
food will dissipate the scorched fla¬ 
vor if it is not really burned. 

To remove burned food from a 
dish without scratching, add soda 


to cold water and simmer until the 
food is softened. 

Aluminum dishes which have 
been scraped will always have 
rough spots to catch food and cause 
burning. They should be rebuffed 
or they will always burn easily. 

Lettuce, endive and such crisp 
green foods should be served at 
once after the dressing is added 
ar they wilt readily. Keep lettuce 
well washed, in a thin bag of cheese¬ 
cloth in the ice chest. It will be 
ready at a moment’s notice to sup¬ 
ply the salad. 

With raw fruits and vegetables so 
popular, did you ever try using fresh 
young turnips cut on the coarse 
grater or shredder, also young un¬ 
cooked beets, served on lettuce with 
a snappy dressing, either french or 
boiled? Sprinkle with fresh grated 
coconut, add a bit of sugar and you 
will have one of the prettiest of 
salads and it will taste very good, 
too.

I PRIMAL TYPE 

VA/TIEN beginning an analysis of 

* y a hand to place its type, be 
sure to note all the characteristics 
which make it a distinct type. Note 
the general shape and conforma¬ 
tion, whether short, thick-set. wide 
or narrow. Note the width of palm, 
the length and formation of fingers 
and thumb, whether they are 
straight, knotted or tapered. The 
first of the seven types of hands 
follows: 

First. The Primal Type of Hand. 

The outstanding characteristic of 
this type is its short, thick-set ap¬ 
pearance. The fingers are stubby 
and rather clumsy looking. The 
thumb is extremely short, low set. 
heavy and often "Clubbed” on the 
side opposite the nail. The nail joint 
is often abnormally short and wide. 

The palm and underside portions 
of fingers of this type are always 
heavily fleshed and when partially 
folded become pillowed by broad, 
deep creases. 

One would be quite safe in placing 
the possessor of a hand of true 
primal type as one who is apt to 
find more satisfaction in material 
affairs than in the spiritual, esthetic 
or sentimental aspects of life. 

All things being equal, a primal 
type of hand indicates preity surely 
that the occupation chosen by its 
owner should be of a kind that calls 
for manual dexterity rather than 
concentration or analysis. 

A stiff thumb on the primal type 
of hand is positive indication of a 
! stubborn and overbearing will that 
is apt to have its own way without 
counting the costs or the feelings of 
others. If, however, the thumb may 1 

bent backward with little tension, I 
there is equally positive indication 
that its owner is very much inclined i 
toward indolence, irresponsibility 
and extravagance.

An Editorial by Franklin D. Roosevelt 


O F ALL the nations of the world today, we are in many ways 
most singularly blessed. Our closest neighbors are good 
neighbors. If there are remoter nations that wish us not 
good but ill, they know that we are strong; they know that we can 
and will defend ourselves and defend our neighborhood. 

We seek to dominate no other nation. We ask no territorial ex¬ 
pansion. We oppose imperialism. We desire reduction in world arm- 
men ts. 

We believe in democracy; we believe in freedom; we believe in 
peace. VVe offer to every nation of the world the handclasp of the 
good neighbor. Let those who wish our friendship look us in the 
eye and take our hand. 

We shun political commitments which might entangle us in for 
oign wars; we avoid connection with the political activities of th( 
League of Nations; hut I am glad to say that we have cooperatec' 
wholeheartedly in the social and humanitarian work at Geneva 
We are not isolationists except in so far as we seek to isolate 
mrselves completely from war. Yet we must remember that so long 
as war exists on earth there will be some danger that even the nation 
which most ardently desires peace may be drawn into war. 

I have seen war. I have seen war on land and sea. I have seen 
ulood running from the wounded.

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Use of Drugs 

W HEN we remember that 
what we call drills are in 
most cases the leaves 6f the field 
and the roots of the ground, all 
provided by Nature, it may be 
only natural to believe that they 
should he used often and regu¬ 
larly. 

However Osier, our greatest mod¬ 
ern physician, stated that he had 

_ reduced the number 

of his drugs to a 
total of 15, that he 
thought he would 
soon have the num¬ 
ber down to 4, and 
perhaps, if he lived 
long enough, he 
would use no drugs 
at all. 

However, every 
thinking physician 
and every thinking 
Dr. Barton. layman recognizes 
that there are times 
of extreme need for powerful drugs 
—strychnine or digitalis for a fast 
failing heart and morphine for un¬ 
bearable pain. 

What about all the other drugs 
commonly used for headaches, 
rheumatic pains, pain of stomach 
ulcer, to correct constipation, t o 
prevent diarrhoea? 

C?ive Nature a Chance. 

There isn’t any question but that 
a headache powder, some baking 
soda for the stomach, and the usual 
remedies for diarrhoea are helpful 
ahd harmless when used for short 
periods. It is considered better to 
use the drug than to have the whole 
nervous tone of the body lowered 
by the depressing effects of the 
pain. 

Then of course there are simple 
tonics containing iron, phosphorus 
and lime that put these body build¬ 
ing materials into the blood and 
tissues direct, instead of trying to 
get them by eating large quantities 
of food with no appetite and a poor 
digestion. 

However, what is wrong is the 
.habit so many have acquired of 
drugging themselves regularly and 
often for slight headaches, constipa¬ 
tion and other little disturbances, 
failing to realize that nature will 
correct conditions if given the least 
chance. 

Seek Cause of Trouble. 

What caused the headache? Eat¬ 
ing too fast or too much; eyestrain? 
Why not correct the cause? What 
caused the “gas” pains in the stom¬ 
ach or intestines? Certain foods 
that you know cause it? Why are 
you constipated? Is it no exercise; 
not enough fruit and vegetables? 

The point is that drugs—leaves 
and roots—have their place in our 
present civilization under circum¬ 
stances. To use them often and 
regularly for conditions that nature 
or your common sense can correct 
is a big mistake. 

• • • 

Advantages of Fasting. 

That too much food or the wrong 
kinds of foods can cause disturb¬ 
ances in the body whether the in¬ 
dividual is sick or well is now gen¬ 
erally known. That most of us eat 
more food than we need is like¬ 
wise known and admitted. 

Thus most physicians agree that 
fasting seems to be of real help in 
various disturbances of the body. 

The ailments in which fasting 
seems to be good treatment are 
some acute ailments such as flu, 
simple colds, and high blood pres¬ 
sure, bronchial asthma, rheumatic 
disturbances, acute stomach or in¬ 
testinal upsets and overweight 
(obesity). 

However, fasting is really danger¬ 
ous in many cases if not supervised 
by a physician. Dr. W. Eisenberg, 
Munich, states that the fasting cure 
may involve danger. Patients with 
cancer and with tuberculosis should 
not fast. Hysterical patients should 
not be allowed to fast, and most 
cases of mental disturbances should 
not undergo fasting cures. 

Limits of Usefulness. 

Sometimes the fasting cure is 
used on patients with a poor ap¬ 
petite, the idea being that if allowed 
to go without food for some time 
the appetite will increase. Dr. 
Eisenberg points our that this is 
dangerous in cases of neurasthenia 
(being tired physically and mental¬ 
ly) as these cases need food to keep 
up their strength. 

While the fasting cure is helpful 
in many cases of heart disease, it 
should not be used when there is 
rheumatism or tonsillitis 
The length of time the fasting 
cure can be given safely depends 
upon the condition of the patient 
and the physician is best qualified 
to say how long the fasting cure 
should be continued. 

The food to be eaten at the end of 
the fast depends upon the patient 
and his ailment, for although fruits 
may be advisable in overweight pa- 
tients, patients with stomach, intes¬ 
tine or liver disorders need a laagl

The persecution at Philippi served 
not to discourage Paul and Silas, I 
but rather to send them forward ; 
into new territory with the gospel 
message. Passing through two 
cities they came to Thessalonica, 
then as now a city of considerable 
importance. After a successful 
though stormy ministry there they 
journeyed forty miles to Berea, 
where the Word was gladly received. 

The portion of our lesson from 
the Book of Acts relates how the i 
Word was preached and received j 
in these two cities, and the excerpt 
from the letter which Paul later 
wrote to the Thessalonian church 
shows what manner of life the i 
preacher sought to live among 
them. 

1. Preaching the Word (Acts 17; 1, 
5-8). 

Paul's experience at Thessalonica 
presents an excellent illustration of 

1. How the Word should be 
preached (vv. 1, 5-8). 

This section is incomplete with¬ 
out verses 2-4, which are omitted 
from the printed portion but should 
be included in the study of the 
lesson. Notice four things concern- , 
ing his preaching. 

a. The place (v. 1). Paul went 
to the synagogue, not by chance 
or because it was a great religious 
holiday, but because it was his 
“custom.” The synagogue was the 
center of Jewish worship, and there 
Paul met those who were ready to 
receive the Word of God. 

Some Christians are content to 
remain comfortably in church and 
forget to go out into the highways 
and hedges, but there are others ; 
who have become so accustomed 
to going elsewhere that they neglect 1 
the opportunity for spiritual min¬ 
istry in the church. 

b. The method (vv. 2-3). “Rea¬ 
soning from the Scriptures.” No 
better method has ever been de¬ 
vised. It is God’s method. Let 
us get back to exposition of the 
Scriptures—“opening” them to men 1 
and women, “alleging,” or setting | 
out in order the truth. 

c. The subject (v. 3). He 
preached three fundamental doc¬ 
trines—the atonement, the resurroc- i 
tion, and the deity of Christ. Scrip¬ 
ture preaching will be doctrinal. 

d. The result (w. 4-8). Faithful 
preaching of God’s Word brings one 
of two results in the hearts of men 
—they are either “persuaded” and 
converted, or they become angry 
and persecute. Those who rightly 
received the truth were glad to join 
with Paul; the others raised a hue 
and cry because Paul and Silas 
were turning “the world upside 
down.” As a matter of fact the 
world was already wrongside up, 
and Paul sought to set it right. 

It is still upside down in our day. 

Coming to Berea, we find Paul’s 
experience there an illustration of 

2. How the Word should be re¬ 
ceived (w. 9-11). 

Good hearers are as important 
as good preachers. How should the 
Word be received? 

a. With readiness of mind (v. 
11). This is a mark of nobility. 
The world regards the sophisticated 
doubter as the learned man, but 
he is not. Noble is the mind and 
heart that receives God’s truth. 

b. Carefully and thoughtfully (v. 
11). There would be less error and 
folly in the pulpit if there were 
more intelligent Bible study in the 
pew. Do not assume that what 
some learned professor, or distin¬ 
guished radio preacher says is true. 
Check his message by the Word. 

In the final portion of our lesson 
Paul tells the Thessalonians that 
when he was with them he was 
concerned not only about preaching 
the Word, but also about , 

II. Living the Life (I Thess. 2:7-12). <
